cism, and while we think every sea- 
son that no such conditions ever 
existed before, and insist that some- 
ihing ought to be done about it—yet 
a 
lapse 
of memory is always re- 


sponsible, for some "old inhabitant" 
usually comes to the rescue witli a 
weather history that puts to blush a 
patent medicine almanac. 


The talkfest on railroads, has had 


a more serious effect, because it has 
developed 
organized 
antagonism.^ 


which has resulted in all kinds of 
regulation, with threatened 
confisca- 


tion, but th railroads will survive be- 
cause the intelligence of the Ameri- 
can people will come to their rescue 
ivhen this spasm of reform has spent 
itself. 


So far as John D. Rockefeller is 


concerned, he is still able to be about, 
and seems to be doing business at 
the old stand. 
He may have more 


money than the law allows, but he is 
a fairly good distributor and the army 
of one hundrde and sixty thousand 
men, in his employ, are the best paid 
lot of men in the country, and they 
are never mixed up in a strike. 


It does not always occur to us that 


it required a Rockefeller or 
some 


other man with his nerve and ability, 
to develop the great oil fields of the 
country and place the product, free 
of all transportation charges, at the 
door of every home, in every nook 
and corner of the land. 


We are also inclined to forget that 


this is the only product, in the line 
of necessities, that has 
practically 


maintained a uniform price for the 
past twenty years or more. 
* * * 


Mr. Rockefeller is the representa- 


tive of a class of capitalists who have 
more money than 
they can 'use in 


their own business, and for many 
years this surplus capital was liber- 
ally invested 
in railroad securities, 


and used by these companies for de- 
velopment purposes, which benefited 
the whole country. 


The late Henry Flagler. who did so 


much for Florida, and who built the 
east coast line through to Key West, 
was a partner of Mr. Rockefeller, and 
Standard Oil capital helped to make 
possible this great feat of engineer- 
Ing. 


But today conditions have" changed 


nnrt the money which formerly con- 
tributed so freely to these great en- 
terprises can no longer be secured, 
because of the long continued fight 
which has been made aeainst corpora- 
tions. Stocks and bonds are now of 
uncertain value and no longer at- 
tractive to capital. 


This is only one of the unfortunate 


features, for great blocks of. surplus 
money are now finding their way in- 
to the.eommercial field, in open com- 
petition with home dealers and small 
enterprices. 


The mail order houses and the big 


department stores are, many of them, 
hacked with this kind of money, while 
the 'United cigar stores, the Wool- 
worth, and half a dozen other lines, 
are similarly equipped. 


While it is true that business is 


destitute of sentiment, and everybody 
has a right to buy goods where they 
think they can buy them the cheap- 
est, the 
fact, should not he ov,er- 


looked that every mail order is a'tack 
in the coffin of the home town and 
local market. 


It does not always occur to us that 


self-interest should prompt loyalty to 
home enterprises. 
The prosperity of 


the town and inland city is reflected | 
in the farming community which sur-j 
rounds it. 
The home town is the' 


home market. 
It represents a com-' 


munity of interests of mutual adva'n-1 
tage, and unless these small centers 
of population are finally absorbed by 
wh,at is known as the "big business" 
interests—and the trend is in that 
direction—there will always be whole- 
some competition. 


While, our law-makars are working 


overtime to regulate, trusts and mon- 
opolies, capital has quietly stolen a 
march, by discovering a new channel, 
which promises to be more demoraliz- 
ing than all of the so-called trusts 
and combines on record. 


One of the arguments advanced by 


the socialists, in favor of public own- 
ership and an equal distribution of 
property, is. that in ten years' time 
the most of our retail merchants will 
be clerking for the Woolworths and 
kindred organizations. This is a far- 
fetched argument, and yet the signs 
of the times make it conceivable. 


The Standard Oil company is clev- 


erly hated by many people who have 
no cause for a grievance, because its 
stock draws such heavy dividends. 
No thought is given to the fact that 
the company has property and assets 
worth a round billion dollars, white 
it is only capitalized for one hundred 
million. 


Light capitalization and heavy div- 


idends always go together, where a 
large volume of business is done at a 
profit. 
If you owned two shares of 


the Chicago Tribune stock you could 
retire with a generous income, be- 
cause of light capitalization. 


It is worth while to live in a coun- 


try of great opportunities, where it is 
possible to take a poor boy from the 
farm or factory, and transform him 
to a multi-millionaire, in a lifetime. 
More appreciation and less criticism 
would make the highway easier for 
everybody.

Land values in Rock and Dane coun- 
ties have increased $26 an acre in the 
last five years, which is a greater in- 
crease than in any other county in 
the state outside of Milwaukee. Val- 
ues in Calumet county have increased 
$24 an acre for the same period.

According to the figures computed 
by the state tax commission Rock 
county laud is worth on an average

per acre, which 
is the eighth 
highest figure of the various counties 
in the state.

There may be a reason for 
coolness here in Milwaukee. The hull-

making 
a noise all over the 
country starts from the same source 
and with the same sort of. a racket, as 
a campaign started here, last winter, 
against 
the packers 
and butchers. 


"When I was east last summer I heard 
some gossip about this scheme of get- 
ting the women going over the high 
cost of living, that tallied well with 
kee, at least. Here the women, in, t 
organizations and 
outside 
of them,!;: 
were led, at the outset, into most ex- 
travagant charges against the packers 
and mea.t markets, and great things 
were to be 
done to those 
wolves. 
Later the organization 
representing 
the butchers began to take notice, and 
ask for specific proof of the wild state- 
ments, and 
later, still, to call upon 
the woman who had made the most 
noise to meet them for discussion of 
the subject. The noise began to grow 
less at once, but the butchers per- 


fund

State Treasurer Henry Johnson was 
the first'to tell us that the state was 
headed 
toward 
bankruptcy, and he 
persists in telling the people the trutl 
and warning them of the consequences 
of "state aid" for everything. , In 
recent interview he says: 
"The commonwealth earns nothing 
All the money it has to offer in the 
way 
of state aid comes out of the 
pockets ..of the people. And, further 
it should 
not be forgotten 
that for 
every dollar 
that 
is paid into the 
treasury only 65 cents comes back, as 
. 35 cents disappear through the pro 
cess of administration. 
This sound philosophy should be 
applied .,, by . every, taxpayer . to the 
rule 
of nonsense 
that Secretary of 
State Donald and others persist in, 
that 
mon_ey 
collected 
by the 
tax- 
gatherer in state taxes, for schools 
roads, etc., is "returned to the people." 
Not only is it never returned to the 
people who pay it in taxes but Treas 
nrer Johnson who is-the state's pay 
master, says that more than a third 
of it is consumed, on the way to the 
state treasury and 
back to "the 
people," in expenses of administra 
tion. 
In othe,r. . words 
if a county 
pays 820,000 
in school taxes, some- 
where on the way around, and back 
to the county, Si,000 of it goes "into 
the hole" to pay salaries and the run- 
ning expenses of the operation. Ac- 
cepting Mr. Johnson's figures as cor- 
rect, if the 
counties did their own 
road building they would do it 35 per 
cent 
or 40 per 
cent cheaper than 
under the "state aid" method. The 
treasurer puts the taxpayers under 
renewed 
obligations 
by this lucid 
statement. People are waking up to 
the fact 
that state experiments in 
every field of public service, come 
high, and they have Mr. Johnson to 
thank for giving the facts official em- 
phasis. 


Municipal Bond Issues. 
The crudity of many of the ideas 
of municipal .financing is astonishing. 
Because! municipal bonds could be 
sold in--the past to good advantage, 
that is that a city could borrow money 
cheaply, a great many people have 
asssmned that municipal credit was 
"better 
than that of private corpora- 
tions and 
business men. 
That has 
been true in the past largely because 
all the property of a city, private and 
public, was 
in effect mortgaged by 
the sale of a municipal bond, and as 
a rule 
the 
mortgage indebtedness 
was so 
small a percentage of the 
city's assessed valuation that 
the 
fcond was a very conservative, long 
time investment for the buyer. But 
the results 
of departure from this 
plan of comparatively low indebted- 
ness is already working a change, 
and money 
for municipal undertak- 
ings has gone up from 3% to 5 per 
cent and even higher. 
This is an 
enormous advance, almost 45 per cent 
in the cost of money. It is because 
this particular sort of security is get- 
ting poorer under the weight of in- 
creasing taxes and growing indebted- 
ness. "High interest means poor se- 
curity." is an old but true adage. But 
municipal credit, once it begins to go 
down under high taxes and extrava- 
gant 
expenditures, will go fast, for 
there is no real security for a mun- 
icipal bond except the credit of the 
people behind it. and their disposition 
to tax themselves to pay their debts 
A 
city's 
assets are. in the main, 
merely sentimental. If a city was so 
pushed by its creditors, for "instance, 
that it had to sell its city hall en- 
gine house, school houses.' etc 
who 
. -would buy them? Nobody would make 
a 
bid for 
them for such an offer 
would be notice that the place was 
dead. Even if it owned a water plant 
an offer to sell it would be an open 
confession of the financial distress of 
the 
entire 
community that 
would 
drive away customers" 
This is not 
fool talk. There is just as much of 
personal 
credit 
and 
character in- 
volved when a city borrows money, as 
in the case of an individual, or a" pri- 
vate corporation. 
It is merelv pre- 
sented from 
a different 
standpoint, 
that is all. A prosperous, growing 
city can 
borrow 
something on its i 
prospects and take chances, but a1 
city that is not growing rapidly hancs: 
a stone about its neck if it leads its 
peonle with large taxes and large in- 
debtedness both. That is just what a : 
lot of "Wisconsin cities are doing to- 
day. Tin's sort of thing must stop or 
it wll end in disaster not only to the 
cities but to the state.
